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Response to Amendment 

The reply filed December 11, 2003 is not fully responsive to the Office communication 
mailed June 6, 2003 for the reason(s) set forth below and on the attached Notice To Comply 
With The Sequence Rules or CRF Diskette Problem Report. 

Claims 1 , 39 and 49, filed December 11, 2003, are directed to a DNA molecule encoding 
an amino acid sequence which is at least 50% identical to the amino acid sequence encoded by 
the DNA sequence of (a) or (b) and comprising the amino acid sequence motif of 
QLLAVACLSLAAKXEET. Claims 1, 39 and 49 currently do not comply with 37 CFR 1.821 
because the amino acid sequence motif of QLLAVACLSLAAKXEET is an unbranched 
sequence of four or more amino acids which must be set forth in the "Sequence Listing" and 
assigned a separate sequence identifier, and which must be referred to by use of the sequence 
identifier, preceded by "SEQ ID NO:" in the text of the description or claims.
